Daily Lesson 3 1 


Duration 

and 

Objective 


Suggested Duration: 50-60 min. 

Content Objective: Students read a classical fiction text and analyze the non-linear plot and the effect of the narrator's point of view. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Ask: What strategies do readers use to understand fictional text? Discuss responses and review information on Anchor Chart: 
Reader's Toolbox and in the Reader's Notebook. 

2. Ask: How do non-linear plot lines differ from linear plot lines? Discuss responses, referring students to information in the Reader's 
Notebook from Unit 01, Lesson 01 as necessary. 

3. Introduce the selected classical fiction text and provide background knowledge as needed. Remind students to use context to determine the 
meaning of unfamiliar words or to consult a dictionary as necessary. 

4. As a class, begin reading the text. 

5. Ask: From what point of view is the story told? Discuss responses, referring students to information in the Reader's Notebook from Unit 
01, Lesson 1 as necessary. Ask: How do you think this might affect the plot? Discuss responses. 


Learning 
Applications 


1. Either individually or in small groups, students continue to read the fictional text. 

2. In the Reader's Notebook, students record the techniques the author uses to develop the non-linear plot line and the affects of the 
narrator's point of view on the text. 


Closure 


1. Ask: What techniques do authors use to develop the story in fiction? Discuss responses as students share information from the 
Reader's Notebook.
